The hearing res resumed of the appeal 
by the plaintiffs in the case of Matheson and 
another v. Wilson from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Hanna, sitting without a jury, dis- 
missing with costs the plaintiffs’ action to 
recover £20,000. for alleged breach of contract 
by the defendant, T. F. Wilson, with regard 
to the purchase of shares held by the Bail 
tiffs, Messrs. Matheson, Archer, he and 
the executors of the late Walter Hume, in the 
Ivy Weaving Co., Lurgan, and to procure the 
release of the plaintiffs from their liability to 
“the,, Belfast . Banking. Company under a 
guarantee to secure the overdraft of the com- 
pany 

The. appellants now sought to have Mr. 
Justice Hanna’s order seb aside and judge 
ment entered for them for the fulk amount 
claimed, on the grounds that the judgment 
and order weré against the evidence and the 
weight of evidence; that the conclusions in 
fact and law were not well groanded; and 
that the decision was founded upon matters 
neither mieritioned in the pleadings nor 
adequately discussed at. the hearing. 

The principal questions in the case were 
whether the contract was a joipt or separate 
one with respect to the plaintiffs ; whether the 
defendant had given Mr. Mcrtimér, his agent, 
authority to sign it on his behalf; and 
whether the defendant had accepted or 
nent the contract in accordance with an 
alleged condition to that effect. 

Mr. Justice Hanna. found that the docu 
ment was signed by Mr. Mortimer expressly 
as subject to the approval of Mr. Wilson, his 
principal, the Seton lait, and that the latter 
never had full knowledge of the terms of the 
document called the céntract, and that he 
so er deliberately and intentionally approved 


gi “R Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr. Campbell (instructed by Messrs. Molloy, 
Fayle, and Co.), appeered for thé appellants ; 
and Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Hamilton, K.C., 
and Mr. Moloney (instructed by Mr. J. C. 
Erskine), for the respondents. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., continuing his argument 
for the defendant, submitted that Mr. Justice 
Hanna was right in his finding on the evi- 
dence that the contract when signed by Mr. 
Mortimer was subject to the approval of Mr. 
Wilson, his principal. here was no evi- 
dence whatever of any approval of the con 
tract by Wilson. The whole evidence, he sub- 
mitted, showed that this was a contract by 
Comyns and Sons, Ltd., to buy the shares, 
and not by Wilson. there was no approval, 
as he said, by Wilson, and there sever was 
any ratification. The judge had found as a 
fact that Mortimer signed the contract sub 
ject to the approval of Wilson, and there 
was no evidence to enable the Court to set 
aside. that finding. He further submitted 
that Mortimer, having come over to Dublin to 
try to.get a controlling interest in the company 
by purchasing shares, had not got from that 
fact any authority at, all to go into the 
matter of the guarantee, if the guarantee was 
to be regarded as the price to be paid for the 
shares. He had no authority beyond the 
authority to buy the shares at par. 

Mr. Hamilton, K.C., followin on the same 
side, submitted that very considerable weight 
should be attached to the learned j.dge’s 
finding with regard to appre! upon the 
facts and the evidence given before him by tbe 
witnesses, and he asked the Court to accept 
that finding. The real questions in the case 
he thought, were, first, whether the contract 
was subject to the approval of Mr. Wilson; 
and, secondly, whether there. was actual 
approval. ith ‘regard to the ratification, 
silence did not give consent in law. Ratifica- 
tion, he said, must be founded on a full know- 
ledge of the facts; and they said that there 
néver was a full knowledge of the facts in 
this case. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., replying for the appel- 
lants, asked what power had anybody to enter 
into such a bargain as this for Comyns and 
Sons at all; and pointed out that once they 
knew, as Mortimer told them himself, that 
he made the offer on behalf of Wilson, the 
signature to the offer was the signature of 
Wilson, and not the signature of Mortimer. 

Counsel had not concluded when the 
further hearing was adjourned till this 
morning.

“ A most deplorable case” was the 
comment of Mr. Justice. Wilson in the 
High Court, Belfast, yesterday, when he 
issued a writ of attachment against Mr. 
Joseph Campbell, solicitor, Donegal] 
square, South, Belfast, for his failure to 
pay into court, as directed, within one 
week £3,000 on account of a sum of 
£3,159, received by him as administrator 
of a Tyrone estate for Henri Rochonvollet, 
a French artisan. 

His lordship also directed that the 
papers in the matter be sent to the 
Attorney-General and also to the Ulster 
Incorporated Law Society.

COUNSEL’S APPLICATION, 


Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. F. Kerr), for honvollet, said that his 
client brought the motion with extzeme re- 
luctance. Campbell, who was recommended 
by the French Consul, was given power of 
attorney to take out administration and wind 
up the estate in Tyrone of a French lady, 
under whose will Rochonvollet, the plaintiff, 
was the principal legatee. Payments were 
made to Campbell from time to time by the 
Land Commission on account of the plaintiff, 
these ranging over the period from November, 
1925, to July, 1926. In all £3,159 was paid 
to Campbell, who failed to hand a penny of it 
over to the confiding Frenchman. He had 
simply pocketed this trust money. 

His Lordship—Embezszled it. 

Mr. Campbell went on to refer to what he 
described as the eystematic and shabby de- 
ception practised upon the plaintiff by the 
defendant, who was not only a trustee, but 
an officer.of the Supreme.Court. The de- 
fendant had made false representations to the 
plaintiff, he made promises one after another 
only to break them, and had finally swindled 
him. He had treated the plaintiff with con- 
tumely and the Court with contempt. 

Mr. Campbell also said that in corre- 
spondence to a Dublin solicitor on behalf 
of the Frenchman, the defendant referred to 
plaintiff as a queer client, who, counsel said, 
was simply ss upon his rights. 

Finally, he asked the judge, in a flagrant 
case of this kind, where there was shocking 
breach of trast, to issue a writ of attachment, 
and thus show that this could not be toler- 
ated. He also asked that the papers be sent 
to the Attorney-General. : 

In reply to his lordship, Mr. Campbell said 
that all the notices had been duly served, 
and added that he was sorry to say that, 
according to the information received, the 
defendant, had ,departed, put of the jurisdic- 
tion, The defendant was married, with & 
wife and family. 

Mr. J. Pringle, K.C., M.P. (instructed by 
Mr. McKinty), for the defendant, said that 
he was in the position of having no client. 
They were tunable to get in touch with him, 
and could not put the matter further, al- 
though Mr. McKinty had given the fullest in- 
formation to the other side concerning Camp- 
bell’s affairs 

DEPLORABLE CASE. 

His lordship, who remarked that it was & 
deplorable case, said he thought that Mr. 
Campbell occupied a respectable position in 
Belfast, where he had carried on business for 
a number of years. When the matter was 
first before him he had no idea that Mr. 
Campbell was going to be an absconding and 
fraudulent trustee. It had been adjourned 
for a week in the hope that Mr, Campbell 
would pay up, or that his friends would come 
to his assistance, but ae, had been done. 

“This: disgrace,”” said his lordship, “ which 
has been brought upon the entire legal system 
of our country in the eyes of these” French 
people. who will think nobody here can be 
trusted at all, is simply deplorable.” 

His lordship said that Mr. Campbell had 
now disappeared, and Mr, McKiety had given 
every information in his power. In tho mean- 
time his duty to the public and to the legal 
profession was to order the issue of the writ 
of attachment. He directed that the de- 
fendant pay all the costs of the proceedings 
up to the present,

A DONEGAL REVOLT. 


The Donegal town branch of Cumann na 
nGaedheal has resolved not to pay iis affilia- 
tion fee until the result of the jlebates in the 
Dail on the Liquor Bill is known. 

Mr. Michael Flood, as a protest against 
the action of two Donegal deputies in votin 
for the second reading of the bill, tendere 
his resignation as treasurer of the branch; 
He said that he did not think it was for the 
deputies to vote for a bill to confiscate 

roperty without consulting the people. . The 
bil was not wanted, and the publicans would 
consider what steps they should take. 

The Chairman (Mr, . Gillespie) said that 
the bill would be altered in Committee. 

Mr. Flood said that if they took the 

ublicans’ money out of Cumann na nGaed- 

eal, he wondered where they would. get 
money to support the organisation. 

‘ FIVE POINTS, 

The publicans. in Ballybofey have passed 
resolutions in favour of the following modifica- 
tions of the Liquor Bill :— 

(1) Exemption orders to extend to hotels 
and restaurants outside county boroughs. 

(2) The: distance for a bona fide traveller 


should be from 1 p.m. to 7 p.m 

(3) District Justices should have discre- 
tionary powers in the matter of endorsements ; 
endorsements should be valid for three, five, 
and seven years, as 

(4) Licence holders to be allowed to pro- 
duce.expert-evidence before the courts, and 
the compensation authority; any person “ap- 
pointed by the Licensed Traders’ Association 
to be allowed to give evidence before the 
compensation authority. 

(5) The State to pay part of the compensa- 


tion. 
COUNTRY TOWNS. ... . 

The licensed traders in Maryborough have 
passed the a W resolation-:—‘‘ That the 
proposed change in the present hours of open- 
ing in country towns, where there is 90 per 
cent. of mixed trading. would cause serious 
inconvenience to working-class people or 
others who would require breakfast groceries, 


; etc., in the early morning; that early closing, 


as proposed in the bill, would, during the 
period when summer time is in operation, 
mean closing at 7.30 p.m. by the sun on 
Saturdays, and at 8 p.m. on other days of the 
week. Inasmuch as the farmers work accord- 
ing to the “old’’ time during the summer 
time period, and do their business in the 
towns after their working hours, the proposed 
earlier closing would seriously inconvenience 
the farming community, and have a damaging 
effect on the interests of people engaged in 
mixed trading.’’ 

“That the powers already given to District 
Justices of granting exemption orders author- 
ising the early opening of licensed premises on 
the mornings of fair days and market days 
be continued.”’ 

SUPPORT FOR BILL. 

The clerical meeting of the Limerick diocese 
on 22nd inst, the Dean of Limerick in the 
chair, passed the following resolution, on the 
motion of the Rev. W. Corrigan, seconded by 
the Rev. J. R. Colthurst :—‘‘ That. we express 
our appreciation of the further attempt of 
the Minister of Justice to promote temperance 
reform in the Free State, and hope the 
present bill may receive the support of all 
who desire the highest welfare of the people, 
and bécome law at an early date.’’ 

The Kilmessan Centre of the Pioneer 
Association has passed a resolution calling 
upon the Government to have the Liquor Bill 
passed in its original form or withdrawn 
altogether. 7 

The St.. Colm’s (Shgo) Branch of the 
Catholic Total Abstinence Association has 
passed a resolution calling on the Government 
to make no compromise on the question of the 
endorsement of licences, and protesting 
against the opening of publichouses on St. 
Patrick's Day. 

At a meeting of the Ardee Pioneer Council 
of Total Abstainers a resolution was unani- 
mously passed praying the Government to pro- 
ceed courageously with its licensing legisla- 
tion, inadequate though it is, and drawing 
attention to the necessity for special pro- 
visions to check the growth of drinking clubs.

tration is in the absolute control of a council’ 
dominated by chartered and 
accountants, and that no man will r- 
mitted to continue to practise unless t 
council bestows its approval upon him by 
putting his name on the register. They 
also that all registered accountants have 
the right to take articled clerks who may, in 


due course, qualify for admission to ‘the | 


register. They do not, however, indicate 
how the articled clerk of a registered 
accountant who is not chartered or incor- 
porated can qualify. Let me supply the 
omission. They can qualify by complying 
with such conditions and passing such 
examinations as the council may from time 
to time prescribe. Thus, the chartered or 
incorporated articled clerk has a guaranteed 
und common method of entry, but every 
other articled clerk is subjected absolutely 
to the whim of a council dominated by those 
who, in the very. nature of things, cannot. be 
said to be disinterested, If the promoters 
of the bill really meant what they now say, 
why did they not give these '' unasso- 
ciated ’’ articled clerks some right to qualify, 
with a right of appeal if they are aggrieved 
by the council's decision’? 

On the question of experience they have 
taken certain remarks of Mr. Biggar’s from 
their context in sach a manner as to lead 
to a misconception of the true ‘position. 
The proportion of practising members in the 
London Association of Accountants is eom- 
arable with that of the Incorporated Society. 

y the letter under reply one is led to be: 
lieve that every member of the Incorporated 
Society has served under articles or gained 
his experience if a practising accountant’s 
office. This is certainly not so. A large pro- 
portion of its members has never been en- 
gaged in a practising accountant’s office (as 
a glance at its Year Book will show). The 
experience of such members has been gained 
solely in the accounting. department of a 
public authority. So, unless a large propor- 
tion of its present members are to 
jettisoned, we have the glaring anomaly that 
experience gained outside a ractising 
accountant’s office is good and sufficient in 
the case of the present incorporated 
accountant, but bad and insufficient in the 
case of all other accountants, present and 
future. " 

Entry to the Irish branch or any other 
branch of the London Association, as its 
articles and bye-laws clearly show, can only 
be obtained after the passing of examination 
tests equal to, if not more severe than, those 
of the society. together with at least five 
years’ practical accountancy experience of a 
wide and comprehensive naturé. Many mem- 
bers of the London Association have clerks 
serving under articles, but service under 
articles is not a condition precedent to. ad. 
mission. If. the intention of the bill is as 
stated by Messrs. Brock and Walkey, it is 
difficult to understand why, firstly, it does 
not clearly | state such intention, and, 
secondly, no safeguards. of any kind are pro: 
vided for those who do not happen to be 
members of the two promoting soeicties.—

NEW LIGHT ON THEIR 
HISTORY, 


The Marquis MacSwiney of. Mashanaglass, 
M.R.1.A., who communicated recently to the 
Royal Irish Academy the first results of: his 
investigations in the records of Italy and 
France, on 
yesterday before the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries of Ireland a paper on ‘‘ The forma- 
tion of the two first Irish Regiments in the 
‘Service of Spain.” 

He began by showing how, after the 
capitulation of Limerick, the remains of the 
various cavalry corps forming part of King 
James’s Irish Army were shipped to France, 
and reorganised there so as to form two 
troops of Life Guards, two Regiments of 
Horse, and two Regiments of Dismounted 
Dragoons, all of which were freely used by 
Louis XIV. in the subsequent campaigns in 
Flanders, in Italy and in Catalonia. 

The lecturer pointed out , that, whilst 
O'Conor stated on the authority of 
eighteenth century historians, that the first 
two Irish corps in Phili . 
Mahony s and Crofton’s Regiments of Dra- 
goons—had been raised in 1706; O’Callaghan, 
on the authority of other contempor 
writers, asserted that they had been forme 
in 1708. With ‘the aid of original unpub- 
lished documents found by him at Naples 
and Paris, he showed how both O'Conor and 
O’Callaghan had been completely mistaken, 
Mahony’s Regiment having been formed ear! 
in 1705 and Crofton’s in. June, 1705. B 
had taken a prominent part in most of the 
battles fought in Spain years before the dates 
assigned to their formation. 4 

Among the new sources quoted by the 
lecturer, the most important is the corre- 
spondence exchan between Sir Toby 
Bourke, James III.’s Ambassador at the 
Court of Madrid, and the French Ministe 
Monsieur de Chamillart—a collection o 
ninety-five letters, only one of which—the 
first—has been published ao far.

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GYMNASTICS IN DUBLIN. 


TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sir,—I see by the daily and sporting papers 
that the Dutch National Olympic Cammittee 
have received a provisional notification that 
the number of British competitors at Amster- 
dam at the Olympic Games in 1928 will 
amount to about 270 men. Among those will 
be six gymnasts and 20 dumbbell workers. 
Where will Ireland come in? If I remember 
rightly, in or about twentv years ago we had 
in Dublin the following gymnastic clubs :—The 
City of Dublin, Earls fort terrace Rink; the 
Catholic esac Upper O'Connell street ; 
V.M.C.A., Upper O'Connell street; the 
National Club, Parnell square; Y.M.C.A 
Dawson street: St. Mark's, Westland row: 
St. Patrick s, Patrick street: St. Catherine’s, 
Donore avenue; Inchicore Gymnastic Club, 
Inchicore ; Dalkey G.C., Dalkey; Taney G.C., 
Dundrum. Every one “of those clubs had a 
fully equipped gymnasium, with large 
memberships, and competed every year in the 
All-Ire'¢nd Junior and Senior Shields’ contes:s 
and ' %, > contests, and at least five of them 
could at time produce six or twenty men 
to hold their own in any international 
contest 

What a different state of affairs exists 
to-day! All those grand old clubs are gone, 
and the youths, the coming manhood of 
Dublin, are roving about, with no one to take 
them in hands and give them a chance to 
become good men. [I ask, what has become 
of the Irish Amateur Gymnastic Association, 
which was the governing body for all Ireland, 
and had its headquarters at Earlsfort terrace 
Rink, Dublin? Where are the Irish Junior 
and Irish Senior Challenge Shields, or who 
holds them? Can nothing be done to give the 
grand old game a start once more in Dublin * 
I see from day to dav seven or eight men 
around Dublin who were in years gone by 
towers of strength in their respective clubs— 
great workers and men that knew everything 
about gymnastics and club work. All are 
hale and hearty, and very little changed in 
that twenty odd years. If it could he possible 
to get those men to come together and re-form 
the Irish Amateur Gymnastic Association, I 
think it'would he a great governing body, as 
each and every one of them are men with 
wide and long experience of gymnastic work. 
The following are ‘their names and clubs as 
well as I can remember ;—Meégsrs. . Billy 
Carroll, City of Dublin; ex- Superintendent 
Denis Carey, do., also one of Ireland's greatest, 
athletes; Billy Mowles, Y.M.C.A., Dawson 
street; Billy Meredith, do.; G. Gahan, do. ; 
Mr. Patterson, St: Mark’s; Mr, Richardson, 
do., or Dawson street; Tim. Flood, secretary 
and founder of Inchicore Gymnastic Club, the 
man that settled the long-drawn-out dispute 
between the clubs of. Dublin, when one half 
sd them were competing every vear for the 
English) National Physical Recreation Society 
Shé ds and the other half competing for 
the Irish Amateur Gymnastic Association 
Shields. After many long meetings held in 
the Wicklow Hotel, Dawson street Gym 
nasium, and Earlsfort terrace Rink, with the 
representative members of all clubs, it was 
decided to throw over the N.P.R.S. and join 
under the Irish Amateur Gymnastic Associa- 
tion and compete every year for their own 
Challenge Shields. 

It is my honest opinion that, if a move is 
now made and the “old timers’’ come for 
ward, and» restart or reform the Irish 
Amateur Gymnastic Association, all the old 
clubs‘ will spring up again, along with many 
new ones, and dear old Dublin will be in’ the 
near future, as it was in the past, one of the 
best equipped gymnasti¢ cities in Europe.—

ALL OVER A WOMAN.

TINKER GETS FIVE YEARS FOR 
MANSLAUGHTER. 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 
A middle-aged man, named. Barney Power, 


pleaded not guilty to having murdered Patrick 
Burke, like himself, a travelling tinsmith, at 
Cornhill, Co. Tipperary, on November 23rd, 
1926. He was found guilty of manslaughter 
and was sentenced to five years’ penal servi- 
tude. 

Mr. R. Brereton Barry (instructed by 
Messrs. Arthur Cox and Company) was as- 
signed for the defence. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., opening the case for 
the prosecution, said that the prisoner and 
Burke belonged to the travelling tinsmith, or 
tinker, class. Burke had a family, and at 
the time of this occurrence they were living 
in a camp near Birr. Burke was returning 
from a visit to Birr. He and the prisoner, 
who appeared to have taken drink, had an 
argument, and the prisoner struck Burke with 
an iron bar. Burke was subsequently found 
lying on the roadside bleeding profusely. 
Power had quitted camp and gone away, but 
he returned, and it was alleged that when the 
women ran away screaming he ‘‘ completed 
the job.’’ The State alleged that jealousy was 
the motive for the crime. 

Joseph Corrigan stated that when on his 
way from Birr to Tinahely on the night in 
question he passed two men on the road who 
were arguing, as if they had some drink 
taken. He saw one man strike the other 
with an iron har. 

Mary Margaret Burke, widow of the de- 
ceased, stated that she heard two men argu- 
ing near the camp, and recognised her 
husband’s voice. The other man asked him 
to fight, and her husband said that he was 
too drunk to fight, but would fight in the 
morning, when he would be sober. When the 
prisoner arrived at the camp she asked him 
where her husband was, and he replied that 
he did not know. Her husband subsequently 
arrived at the camp stretched in the jennet 
cart, and the prisoner later attempted to 
strike him. He was bleeding from the head, 
and died on November 25th. 

The prisoner gave evidence, and stated that 
on the way back to the camp Burke struck 
him and knocked him down. Burke was 
quarrelling with the witness about Minnie 
Sheeron, to whom the witness was taking food 
and drink. When attacked the witness hit 
Burke with an ash plant on the head and 
arm. The witness left the camp that night 
because he was afraid. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, the witness 
stated that he was not responsible for Rurke’s 
injuries, which must have been caused after 
he left the camp. The witness and Burke 
botlf claimed Minnie Sheeron.

In reply to Mr. Cecil Lavery’ (instructed

Jeremiah Ryan, formerly Brigade Comman- 
dant, gave evidence as to the plaintiff's ser- 
vice; and Sean O’Riain, Quartermaster : of 
the Third Ti perary Battalion, also testified 
to the plaintif s service as Director of Train- 
ing in the period. stated. 

Ir. Cecil Lavery, for the defence, men- 
tioned that, in accordance with certain re- 
ulations, the plaintiff was offered a sum of 

. 6d. a day from 14th February to ólst 
March, 1922, which would amount to £8 Is., 
and £4 10s. per week from the lst April to 
the end of May, 1922, making £38 lls. 6d., 
the total thus being £46 12s. 6d. From this 
was deducted the sum of £27, stated to have 
been paid to the plaintiff, bringing the net 
total to £19 12s. 6d. 

John Prout, who had been General Com- 
manding the National Forces in Tipperary 
during the time covered in the claim, was 
examined with regard to the method of pay- 
ments. 

NO PAY POLICY. 

Captain William McCarthy, who had been 
Adjutant to General Prout in May and June, 
1922, said that a sum of £255 was paid out 
to cover the pay of the Mid-lipperary Brigade 
for six weeks. 

In answer to Mr. Esmonde, the witness 
said that the pay-sheet for the Mid-Tipperary 
Brigade relating to the £255 bore no date, 
but it could refer only to the month of 
May, 1922. 

Major-General Price said that in March, 
1922, a circular was issued setting out the 
rates of pay of officers. Prior to that no 
officer other than a divisional officer was en- 
titled to payment. No member of a 
Brigade Staff or Battalion Staff was en- 
titled to any allowance. here was no ar- 
rangement for the payment of an officer of 
the rank held by the plaintiff at that period. 

Mr, Esmonde—Was it the policy that no- 
body would get paid except the men at the 
head?—That was the policy. 

And so the men who did the work and went 
out were to get nothing ’—That was the policy 
at the time. 

Judge Pigot said that he was satisfied that 
the sum of £27 which was disputed had, 
in fact, been paid to the plaintiff. He held 
that there was no contract prior to the 
month of April, and for the subsequent period

“£300 A YEAR INADEQUATE.” 

County Wexford Health Board received a 
letter last Monday from Dr. M. O’Brien, 
resident surgeon at the new County Hospital, 
stating that he could not see his way to accept 
the Board’s decision to fix his salary at £800 
a year, because the salary was inadequate. 
His present salary is £500 a year, with per- 
mission to charge fees to paying patients, and 
free residence. The new salary is £800, with 
free residence; but he must treat all and 
sundry who are admitted to the hospital 
without any further fee, and he must not 
have any private practice. 

“He must perform all operations, about 
800 yearly,”’ continued the letter, ‘ operate 
the X-ray apparatus, consult in medical cases, 
assist at confinement cases, and be responsible 
for the institutioh. Calculating the salary on 
a capitation basis, and assuming the popula- 
tion of Co. Wexford at 100,000, it works out 
at less than twopence per head. Would six- 
pence be very extravagant’?’’ He concluded 
by saying that though it was a pleasure to 
do the work, he resented his services being 
*‘ farmed out.’’ 

The secretary said that 6d. a head would be 
about £2,500 a year.

FAILURE OF AN APPEAL. 

Judgment was given in the Northern Appeal 
Court yesterday in an appeal for Chancery pro- 
ceedings in the matter of the estate of Cornelius 
Gamble McKeown, wholesale wine and spirit 
merchant, Belfast, who left £31,000. 
McKeown died on the 9th August, 1922, and

O’Kane, publican, Randalstown; and Mr, 
James P. Fowler, Regent street, Belfast. 
A dispute arose between the trustees, and 
on the 23rd November, 1926, Mr. Justice 
Wilson, upon an application by the Very Rev. 
John O'Neill, one of the trustees, made an 
order for the administration of the real and 
personal estate, and ordered that the plaintiff 
have liberty, with or without the concurrence 
of the defendants, John O'Kane and James P. 
Fowler, forthwith to sell the testator’s estate 
wholly outside the Court. Further, the Court 
being of opinion from the evidence that the 
necessity for the application had arisen owing 
to the action of the defendants in obstructing 
the carrying on of the administration of the 
testator's estate, it was ordeerd that the de- 
fendants should pay plaintiff his party-and- 
party costs of and incidental to the applica- 
tion, | 
From this order the defendants appealed 
and asked that it be rescinded and reversed.
